CONKLING'S GREAT EFFORT 


He Sums up in the $2,000.000 
Suit Against the Western 
Union. 


NEW 
YORK, 
July 10.—Ex-Senator 
Conkling yesterday began his summing 
up for the plaintiff in the $2,000,000 
damage suit against the Western Union 
Telegraph company. He said that if

pany 
was 
guilty 
of 
when 
it 
cut the wires of the Bankers & Mer- 
chants* company they would have been 
the subject of a criminal prosecution. 
He pronounced the contract, by which 
the Western union company was alleged 
to have secured a title to the American 
rapid wires, a transparent ftaud. Tht 
court room was crowded when Mr. Conk- 
ling spoke, and even the^lobby was well 
filled with lisceners. 


To-day the jury in the case against 
the Western Union awarden a verdict 
for the plaintiff for $240,000 damages in 
favor of Mr. Conkling's client. 


TELEPHONE PATENTS. 


An Important Decision by Judge 
^Blodgett in Chicago. 


CHICAOO, Juiy 10.*—Judge Blodgett 
entered a decree this morning in the case 
of the American Bell Telephone company 
against Frederick W. Baird and Frank 
Dillon. The court held that the Bell 
patents of March 7, 1876, and January 
30, 1877, were valid, and that the defend- 
ants had infringed the lifth claim of the 
first and the third, sixth and eighth 
claim of the last patent. The complain- 
ants have waived a right to a master to 
decide damages, the court assessed a 
nominal fine of $1 and perpetually en- 
joined the defendants from further use 
of the claims set forth. 


Legally Choked. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 10.—A special 
from Knox ville says: "Jack Lambert 
was hanged at Charleston, N. 0., yester- 
day for the murder of Dick Wilson last 
summer. He left a written statement 
declaring the deed was committed by 
another man. Three thousand people 
witnessed the execution. 


Killed by Lightning. 


BmissELAEit, Ind., July 10.—Claude 
Baylor, aged ten years, was instantly 
killed by lightning about 6 o'clock last 
evening. The lightning 
struck the 
comb of the house and passed down 
through to the room in which the boy 
was standing. 


The Wheat Decline. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—The July re- 
port of the agricultural bureau says the 
average condition July 1 of winter wheat 
has declined from 92.7 to 91.2 and of 
spring wheat from 98 to 9c. 


THE "JSMPIRE" 


In a Field Trial at Monroeville 
Drives Its Rival Into Ob- 
scurity. 


Quite a prominent party of Fort 
Wayne citizensjmited Monroeville yes- 
terday at ti^pBtation cf L. J. Bobilya, 
state agenOOT the Empire twine binder, 
^^de by J. S. Beiberling ft Co., and Mr. 
*Roti Swann, the local agent. The Fort 
Wayne party met a great crowd at Mon- 
roeville, who were eager for the field 
conte£t. 


The machines which were to weigh 
their merits one against the other were 
the "Empire/* mannfactured by J. S. 
SeibërUng & Co., Akron, O., r^reeented 
bj L. S. Bobilya, general a ^ t ; Soott 


Swann, Fort Wayne agent, and Flaugh 
& .E^ick, Monroeville agents, and the 
"Champion," Manufactured by War- 
den, Bushnell & Olessner, Springfield, 
Ohio, represented by a general agent, 
who was afraid to put in an appearance, 
and J. B. Neizer and Elias Bolyard, 
Monroeville agents. The place of trial 
agreed upon was a field of wheat on the 
farm of ex-Auditor M. E, Argo. about a 
mile from Monroeville. Very little time 
was spent in Monroeville, as a rain storm 
threatened, so teams were secured at 
once, and in a few minutes Argo's farm 
was reached. The field selected was all 
that could be desired to test a machine, 
as a more forlorn looking patch of wheat 
could not be found in a week's journey, 
Ordinary reapers could not pull through 
it, and it could not even be cradled. The 
straw stood as thickly as clover and was 
nearly as heavy as bamboo, while the 
general appearance was similar to that 
of a cane brake after an interview with 
a cyclone. The grain lay almost flat 
and was tangled in almost every con 
ceivable shape. To make matters still 
worse, the soil was a very loose, mealy 
loam, which afforded scarcely any bot 
tom whatever for the driving wheel of 
the machine to get any hold on. The 
field showed numerous places where ma- 
chines had tried to go through and had 
slipped for the distance of a rod or 
more. 


Before arriving at the place selected 
for the trial, another heavy field of wheat 
was passed in which two * Champion (?)" 
machines were painfully and laboriously 
tugging away in vain, endeavoring to 
make a respectable showing. 
Three 
heavy draft horses were attached to each 
macbiue, while a swath ranging from 
eighteen inches to two feet only was 
taken, yet it was observed that a halt 
was made about every few rods to en- 
able the horses to breath and give the 
operator 
an 
opportunity 
to 
clear 
his machine. The admirers of the 
"Empire" 
leaned 
on 
the 
fence 
and sighed sympathetically as Ihey 
watched the frantic 
efforts 
of the 
"Champion" men to appear cool. About 
the only cool thing about the whole bus 
iness, however, was the pitman journal 
of the "Champion," which will never 
get hot in a field of that character. 
Farther up the enclosure lay a McCor- 
mick binder, alone in its ponderous 
grandeur, and quite evidently entirely 
knocked out of the ring. It looked like 
a fitting monument to misguided enter- 
prise, and loomed out against the east- 
ern sky like the pyramids of Cheops, 
and probably could have been moved 
with about the same draft. But this is 
a digression. 


The crowd which by this time num- 
bered in the neighborhood of 100 people 
followed the "Empire men to the spot 
where their machine stood. 
It should 
also be understood that the "Empire" 
machine was not a new one, as Mr. 
Bobilya could not possibly get one on the 
grounds in town, so Mr. Swann had en- 
gaged Mr, Nevada Boles to come out 
with his machine and make the trial. 
There it stood an innocent looking little 
afiair with a five foot cutter bar, and at- 
tached to it was a team consisting of a 
two year old mule and four year old 
horse, the combined weight of which 
would not have exceeded 1,800 pounds at 
the farthest. 
They looked in marked 
and strange contrast with the three heavy 
horses which Wi re so unsuccessfully 
tugging away in the adjoining field. 


You're not going to try and go 
through there with them 'ere light 
horses, are you?" inquired an incredu- 
lous farmer of Mr. Boles. 


"Cert," responded Nevada, "I've been 
cutting wheat j ist as bad as this all 
morning, and I guess the team looks all 
right yet for this job, don't it?" 


"Yes, chimed in Bobilya, and if he 
don't cut a wider swath, pick it up closer, 
cut it better and easier with that little 
team than the "Champion" folks can 
with their three big moguls, I'll make 
you a present of that machine and send 
Mr, Boles a new one." 


That was a clinker, but it didn't quite 
satisfy the crowd, who could scarcely be- 
lieve that any machine could go through 
the grain, t angled as it was, after wit- 
nessing the tribulations of the "Cham- 
pion" in grain considerably lighter, and 
50 per cent easier to cut. 


Everything being in readiness, the 
"Empire" folks announced to Mr. Argo 
that they were ready to begin, and re- 
quested that gentleman to have the 
"Champion" folks to bring their binder 
and commence work with them. 
Mr. 
Bolyard was on the gtound, but he 
didn't seem to make any frantic rush for 
his machine, but on the contrary he 
hummed and hawed, and spoke of 
judges 
Mr, Argo then explained that 
he would judge of tne merits of each 
machine, inasmuch as he had agreed to 
purchase the machine which he con- 
sidered to be the best, and that he 
would not purchase one on the judg- 
ment of anyone but himself. 
Mr. Bob- 
ilya then remarked that he thought the 
best way to decide the matter woald be 
for the "Empire" to choose another, 
and then allow the two thus chosen to 
select a third. 
He said that he made 
that proposition because he had under- 
stood since he arrived on the grounds 
that Mr. Argo had already purchased a 
"Champion" machine. Mr. Argo being 
interrogated, admitted that he had con- 
cluded a bargain with the "Champion" 
folks, but that they had agreed to re- 
lease him from the contract and allow 
him to select a machine on its merits. 
And at any rate He would do exactly as 
he agreed to, and that he was abunuant- 
ly able to purchase two machines if he 
wanted to. Mr. Bobilya then made an- 
other proposition: He said he was not 
there to spoil any man's sale nor to sell 
a machine himself, from the simple 
reason that he could not deliver it. He 
was behind on the seasons orders, and 
there was only one machine in his terri- 
tory, and that was at Indianapolis, and 
not available in time for any services 
this season. 
He tlierefc^e woiil4 not 


expect Mr. Argo to buy his machine; 
all that he wanted was to throw his ma- 
chine in contrast with the "Champion,' 
and show the assembled farmers the 
superiority of the "Empire" over the 
"Champion:" There was no money in 
it for him, but on the contrary consider- 
able expense, still he was there and he 
was willing to go on under any kind of 
terms that might be proposed. 
He 
would submit to Mr. Argo's judgment, 
he would submit to the decision of the 
judges as he first proposed or he would 
rest the verdict with the people assem- 
bled. Mr. Bolyard about this toe be- 
gan to realize that he was getting into 
uncomfortably close quarters and a very 
frigid sort of sweat commenced to stand 
out on his more or less Napoleonic brow. 
His first dodge was, that the day set for 
the contest was Thursday and that he 
could not enter the field then because 
the general agent was not there. 


•'What did vou come out here for 
then?" inquired Bobilya, "you have two 
machines here within twenty rods and 
you have six Horses; I saw you get a lot 
of repairs from the express car as I came 
in and I guess yon ought to be in pretty 
good shape. I'll give you any odds you 
have the gall to ask for. All I want is 
for you to bring your machine over here 
and follow mine." 


Why don't yon come over in our 
field?" said Bolyard. "We're over there 
cutting now, and its just as close from 
here there as it is from there here. 


"I won't go over there simply because 
this was the place set for trial. My ma- 
chine can go through this grain and 
never turn a hair on the horses, and 
your machine can't go through this grain 
and yon know it. I am on the ground 
selected, and am ready to go on." Bol- 
yard sized up the little team and the 
saucy looking little binder, and compar- 
ed it with his three-horse affair, and 
sized up the tangled wheat, when his 
heart sank within him, and he said he 
had instructions not to go into the con 
test that day, but he would have gone 
in the day before had the "Empire" 
shown up. This excuse was so thin and 
eo palpably ridiculous that the crowd 
laughed outright. 
Friends of 
the 
"Champion" urged him, and Mr. Argo 
nearly begged of him to put his machine 
in and show what it could do, but he 
possitively and most obstinately refused. 
Then the crowd commenced to jeer, but 
that did not move him. It was a fair, 
square, complete and most ignominious 
back-down. He was completely whip- 
ped before he ever showed fight. He 
soon afterwards left the field, and when 
he left there was not a single friend of 
the "Champion" left to defend. 


Mr. Bolyard nndoubetedly practiced a 
very disastrous policy. Mr. Bobilya was 
very fair, and much more than fair, of- 
fering almost unreasonable odds, and he 
could not have complained had Mr. Bol- 
yard taken him up at one of his own 
propositions. H ^ he done so, there 
might have been some unlocked for cir- 
cumstances that would have equalized 
the result, and by accident the "Cham- 
pion" might have held its own fairly 
well, but as it was there was no excuse 
whatever and the unanimous verdict of 
the people was that the "Champion" 
folks were afraid to meet the "Empire" 
on any terms whatever, and with long 
odds in their favor. 


T H E 
SENTINEL reporter afterwards 
conversed with a number of farmers, all 
of whom asserted without hesitation, 
that they had seen the "Empire" work 
on numerous occasions in grain nearly if 
not altogether as bad as that before them 
and that it had worked to most excellent 
satisfaction. One particularly enthusi- 
astic farmer flourished a crisp $100 note 
which he offered to wager that the "Em- 
pire" easily could cut two acres of down 
grain to the "Champion's" one, and that 
the "Empire" could cleanly cut grain 
that the "Champion" could not touch. 
Captain Swann then took the farmers 
around to the east side of the field where 
the "Champion" had been scissoring 
away the day before. A comical sight 
met their eyes. The tracks showed that 
it had been taking a swath from one to 
two and one-half feet in width, and of it 
fully one-third was simply run over, and 
of the balance not more than a third of 
it had more than eight inches to a foot 
taken off the top. 


The "Empire" was then taken off the 
field with all its colors flying, while the 
'Champion" folks were no longer visi- 
ble to the naked eye. 
Before leaving, 
Mr. Argo called 
Bolibya, and in the 
presence of T H B SENTINSII reporter as- 
sured him that if Mr. Bolyard would re- 
lease him from his contract he would 
buy the "Empire" machine, and have 
the one at Indianapohs shipped to him 
by express, for the purpose of garnering 
the b^ance of his crop, so thoroughly 
satisfied is he that it is the superior ma- 
chine, and will do all that is claimed for 
it. The 'Champion" folks will scarcely 
have the nerve to hold Mr. Argo to his 
contract after the affair of yesterday, if 
he wishes to be released, and so they not 
only suffer the pangs of inglorious de- 
feat, but lose the sale of the mactiine in 
the bargain. 


Mr. Bobilya, in conveifation with 
THE 
SEFTZNEII, said that he had delivered 
over 900 machines this season in his ter- 
ritory, and was some sixty machines be 
hind, which he could not deliver until 
next season. 
His territory comprises 
forty counties, which be has plentifully 
supplied with local agents, and he is no 
slouch of a hustler himself. 
He has 
been unusually successful in the selec- 
tion of his agents too. 
Captain Scott 
3wann, as is well known, is one of the 
fine t SHgricultural implement salesmen 
in the state, and at Monroeville, Messrs. 
Flaugh & Krick just fill the bilL 
Both 
are well known to every man in the east- 
em part of the county, and Chris Flaugh 
is as clever a man about machinery of 
any kihd as you can find in a week's 
travel. They have established a reputa- 
tion for the "Empire" in that part of the 
oonntxy that will drive all oompetitora to 
he wall ii^ anotiier i^ason,

MOBBISON'S BEPOBT. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—Mr. Morri- 
son's report on Bandall's tariff bill says: 
"The estimated and intended effect of 
the bill are believed to make plain the 
methods by which taxation on the basis 
of the imports and revenue receipts in 
1885 would yield $14,000,000 of revenues 
and be made to divert 
that 
st 
from 
public 
purposes 
to 
private 
gain. 
The introduction of this bill 
would be considered the first avowed at- 
tempt in our legislative history to empty 
the treasury by the use of the taxing 
power. * * * * 
If this measu 
may be supposed to have any purpose, 
relating to the system of finance, it 
points to direct taxation, for when the 
internal 
revenue 
taxes 
are 
taken 
off and 
custom 
house 
taxes a 
laid 
on 
so high that the people 
get the burden and monopolize the ben- 
efit and the treasury nothing, new 
sources of supply will be inevitable. 
The measure is not supposed to fore- 
shadow any such a system or to do more 
than indicate a mind unlearned in 
methods and unmindful of results." 


In treating of the proposed reduction 
and removal of the internal revenue 
taxes, Mr. Morrison says they are most 
lightly borne and cannot be relinquished 
in the face of a $4,000,000,000 war debt 
yet unpaid. 
The report says: 
"This 
we do, know:—That of the 28,000,000,- 
000 people who do some kind of work or 
are engaged in gainful pursuits, 18,000,f 
000 of these earn on an average, not much 
re than $300 a year, 
which is

one tenth, and now we are overtaken by 
and are in the midst of industrial paraly- 
sis. A million workmen are idle for want 
of work to do, and capital, in a still great- 
er proportion than that is unemployed 
by labor, and lies dead and unproductive.

homes for the homeless billions are to be 
had for the taking. Favored with plen- 
tiful harvests, and blest with health, 
the only plague which afflicts us is idle- 
ness.

T H E R E appears to be a kind of fatality 
about the summer residences of the 
Emperor 01 China. 
In 1862, the South- 
ern Summer Palace was burned to the 
ground by the 
alliod 
French 
and 
English army, and the untold riches 
contained therein were looted by the 
soldiers. 
Latest advices from China 
state that the Eastern Summer Palace, 
about forty miles distant from Pekin, 
and erected three centuries ago, at a 
cost of about $10,000,000, has just been 
totally destroyed by fire. 


THE art of photography has been so 
simplified and cheapened of late years 
that there are now 30,000 amateur 
photographers in this country. 
An ap- 
paratus is now produced which enables 
a tourist to make himdreds of photo- 
graphs without even the trouble of put- 
ting in and taking out a glass plate, sen- 
sitive paper being used. 
The operator 
has simply to turn a crank at the top of 
his camera and take the cap off his lens 
when he wants a picture. 
The camera 
contains two rollers, upon which is 
wound the sensitive paper. 
In passing 
from one roller to another the paper 
passes across the field of the camera 
and receives the picture. 
The nmnbei 
of pictures depends upon the length 
of the roll of paper. 
Fair outfits are 
now sold for $12, and some' of the cheap 
lenses costing $4 or $5 will do as good 
work as those costing ten times as much. 
The superiority of one photographer 
over another is entirely a matter of 
skill and taste. 


A VERY interesting experiment was 
recently performed by Prof. Dewar at 
the Royal Institution in London, En- 
gland. 
It was the solidification of 
oxygen. 
The gas was fii-st reduced to 
a liquid under intense pressure, and 
then allowed to expand rapidly in a 
partial vacuum. 
The enormous absorp- 
tion of heat that accompanied this ex- 
pansion left the oxygen a snow-like 
mass, with a temperature of some 200 
degrees centigrade below the normal 
freezing point. 
This is equal to 350 
degrees of the Fahrenheit scale, or 
about 330 degrees below the zero of the 
thermometers mostly used in the United 
States. 
That is not far from three- 
quarters of the way down toward the 
absolute zero of heat, which has been 
determined by calculation, but never 
yet reached experimentally, and proba- 
bly not to be met with in the regions of 
space if we could extend our research 
to the outer parts of the solar system. 
This is claimed to be the first success- 
ful attemjit to solidify oxygen, though 
the French chemists have succeeded by 
similar means in reducing some of the 
other gases to the solid form. Of course 
the condition lasts but for a few mo- 
ments, as it is impossible long to maia- 
tain such a low temperature with ter- 
restial surroundings.

T H E R E are some famous oaks in. En- 


^gland which even Mr. Gladstone's re> 
doubtable ax would be entreated to 
3pare. 
The first of these, singularly 
e n o u ^ is tiie Parliamentary Oak in 
Clipstone Park, which is reported by 
the ancient clffoniclers to be 1,500 
years old. 
This park, says a writer in 
thé Nottingham 
.Chiardiam, 
existed 
before the Conquest, and belongs to 
the Duke of Portland. 
The tallest 
oak was the same nobleman's property. 
It was called the "Duke's Walking 
Stick," and was higher than Westmins- 
ter Abbey. 
The largest in England is 
theCalthorpe, Yorkshire; it measures 
seventy-eight feet in circumstance at 
the ground. 
The Three Shire Oak, 
near Workshop, is called so from the 
trunk forming parts of the comities of 
Nottingham, Derby, and York. 
The 
most productive oak was that of Gele- 
mos, in Monmouthshire, felled in 1810; 
its bark brought £200 and its timber 
£670. 
In the mansion of Tredegar 
Park, Monmouthshire, there is said to 
be a room forty-two feet long and 
twenty-seven feet broad, the floor and 
wainscot of which are the production of 
a single tree, an oak grown on the Mk 
tate.

A Nnseum of Art Treaanres «nd Queer 
BrIe-a-Brac—A 
Western 
Artist 
Who 
Has Made a Fortune-BHow an Opulent 
Bohemian UTes.

L I I W Y O R K , July II—Artists' studios have 
figured frequentlj in the romances of all 
countries. 
They are supposed to be the 
headquarters for Capid, the Muses and the 
talented. 
They 
are 
invested 
with 
the 
glamour of the ideal, the charm of the un- 
conventional. 
Very often, however, 
they 
who -write about them know them only in 
imagination. 
This accounts for their splen- 
dors, in a measure. 
Imagination knows no 
limitations, financial or otherwise. 
It has 
the universe to draw from; why, then, need 
it build economically? 


Artists' studios are oftener bleak than gor- 
geous. 
I have seen them so bare of every- 
thing save the artist and his works that a 
visitor felt a sens.T of isolation from life and 
comfort. 
A cheap, perhap» broken, chair 
and an old easel constitute the furniture 
oftener than not. 
Art and art only is lying 
around in 
plentiful 
quantities 
in these 
"haunts of genius," or "dens of despair," as 
they sometimes prove to be. 
Queer people, 
often, are these artists. 
Men and women, 
rich and poor, hoping and despairing:, toil- 
ing and winning, striving and losing, they 
climb tall stairs, p.aint in bleak rooms in the 
winter, and in the summer steal oflF to lonely 
nooks in search of rural subjects. 
They 
know how to sit in a wealth of poverty and 
sav, "Bohemia, thy grapes are sweet." 


Some are rich, did I say? 
Yes; for if you 
make yourself the fashion as an artist, you 
can splash a canvas with paint in half an 
hour, call it something fine and sell it for 
thousands. 


First amon? the studios that would grace 
a novel by reason of their elegance, is that 
of William M. Chase. 
Other artists will 
tell you that be is tho leader of the impres- 
sionists. 
He will tell 5'ou that he is no such 
thing. 
He is the founder of his own school, 
and tollows nobody, though he adores the 
eminent 
impressionists. 
His 
pictures 
bring fabulous prices. His studio is a dream 
of beautv—a perfect museum of art treas- 
ures and artistic oddities. 
It is a chapter 
from one of Guidas' novels materialized. 
It 
is located in the big building called "The 
Studio" on West Tenth street near Sixth 
avenue. 
Contrary to all tradition 
which 
deals with artists' workrooms it is on the 
ground floor, and is one of the sights of New 
York—one of the things you will never 
forget. Two immense rooms, whose ceilings 
are so hi^h it hurts your neck to look at 
them, are divided, by many a rare device, 
into odd 
little 
compartments, by tents, 
portieres, draperies, galleries and screens. 


The door has a knocker of old time 
brand, instead of a bell. 
In response to its 
reverberations a tall Abyssinian in full dress 
grav- ly admits you, on Thursday afternoon 
only, unless by special appointment. 
As 
the door opens delicate music pervades the 
air. 
It seems to come from some invisible 
place. 
It is a dulcet vibration of delicate 
wires. 
After you recover from the little 
dash of astonishment which this fairy like 
greeting produces, you discover a quaint and 
curious zither hanging on the door, and 
played upon by three little hammers which 
the slightest motion of the door operates. 
This prepares one for the unu-ual, and the 
unusual in large quantities is in plain sight. 


So many and so various are the possessions 
gathered here that any coherent enumera- 
tion of them 
1 elong-i to the commercial 
rather thati the literary head. 
There are 
queer ol I cabinets filled to chaotic disorder 
with every conceivable tiling in the nature 
of the Lieautiful or the curious. 
Masks of 
bronze and plaster look solemnly down- 
ward from walls and shelves. 
Hideous old 
pagan gods grin from many a point of 
vantage. 
Heads of philosophers, pre-Soc- 
ratic and modern, nod 
from heights aa 
eminent as their names. 
A slim plaster of 
Paris hand peei-s from a bunch of tall grasses 
and ferns, dust-lade : and old as the earth 
apparentlv. 
A certain amount of dust, ar- 
tistically disposed, seems to bo a part of Mr. 
Chase's pian of furnishing. 
In one corner 
a huge piece of tent cloth is flung over sup- 
ports and has the effect of a tent in a chronic 
state of dilapidation. 
Its purpose is to 
break the exireme squareness of the comer. 
Mr. Chasp i-? the mortal enemy of square 
corners. 
The dust of the ages is upon it, 
but tlii-; a'so has its picturesque uses and is 
too high up to concern oneself about, any- 
way. 
Then there is no active air straying 
around likely to dislodge it. 
The only win- 
dow in ttiii fir-;t room is nearly as high as 
thti ceiiing and fully as deep as a barn door, 
but it is covered to the height of about ten 
feet, filled in with traps of all kinds, and, 
as the schoolmaster sayg, "presents the ap- 
pearance" of never having been opened. The 
upper part lets in enough of the artist's 
beloved north light to work by. 


Vast s • f every pattern and age are there- 
Some as diminutive as thimbles and some 
large enough to hide a 200-pouncl man in. 
Straw h ts and satin slippers are slung 
around carelessly. Used as models, perhaps? 
No; they are there because the master of the 
studio sees a disorderly beauty in them. 
They fit in harmoniously among his unique 
surroundings. 
Screens and stuffed birds are 
numerous, and there, too, are implements of 
warfare of many nations, dozens of im- 
mense muskets. quan itieg of revolvers, white 
ions in a state of "Hnnocous desuetude," 
Turkish divans, and many a quaint bit 
of artistic handiwork as old as Abraham. 


The floors are painted and polished, and 
Boftened here and there with costly ruga 
Green plush draperies make a background 
for the artist's sittera 
Lions' hea^i and 
Iturtles with shining backs look over the 
edge of the drapery. 
Fish nets from the 
shores of the Red sea are there; scalp locks 
from our vanishing noble red men hang un- 
der swinging censers from holy places and 
beside dried flowers from far Cathay. 


And studies and pictures in quite 
as 
strong contrast are on the walls. 
Sirens 
loll in the faces of worthy bishops, goddesses 
and saints live near neighbors to the most 
tricksome fairies 
and 
wicked-eyed 
dan- 
wases. 
An ivy vine, bro-wn and olden, has 
here and there a green leaf struggling 
t o 
ward the lights 
Peaioock feathers, so faded 
and moth eaten they would put any self-re- 
specting peacock to the blusti, sprangle 
themselves over famous bric-a-brac. 
H e t 
mets, lanterns, plumes, fair white statues 
plaques and frames deliciously old, swords 
fio rusty thef could not pierce soft April 


mnd^ and aMnkeys rsposlng on 
saavd 
books, qiiaint clocl^ feather fans made by 
» • a g e hands, erery kind of art from the 
indest to the most finished is here. 
The art 
atmospheres of many ages are strangely com- 
mingled. 


The second room is even vaster than the 
first 
It was built for a court, and was 
afterward skylighted over. 
It is so big that 
little tents constructed of foreign hangings 
and furnished with barbaric splendor are 
lost in -its comers. 
Old Spanish tapestries 
worth small fortunes are plentifuL 
A par- 
rot has an iron table, built to suit himself, in 
the middle of the floor. 


''How are y o u r says the brilliant bhrd, 
going on with his munching, expecting no 
answer. 
A music box tinkles out an air 
from Trovatorsi 


The visitors arrive one by one. 
The artist 
receives them cordially, points out any pic- 
ture of his they may wish specially to see, 
gives them the freedom of the place and 
holds himself at their service. 
When I was 
there the faithful Abyssinian brought in a 
dainty lunch for the artist, tastefully sei-ved 
in fine china with nice napery. 
This was 
pronoxmced an affectation b\ some who have 
opinions. 
For my part I think a man has a 
right to eat in his own apartments whenever 
he pleases, and I can understand that he 
might ba too busy to eat sooner. 
I will say 
to Mr. Chase's credit that he did not sit 
down to that appetizing tray while a guest 
remained. 


A beautiful Russian deer hound, white as 
the snows of his native mountains, lolled 
around on the 
comfortable 
chairs 
and 
divans with an indolent enjoyment quite 
human like. 
He is the only one of his kind 
in this country. 
I don't know why artists 
are predisposed to hounds. 
Perhaps it is be- 
cause they are graceful 


Mr. Chase is rich enough to live where he 
pleases, but he doesn't please to live as other 
people do. 
A little stairway and gallery 
leads from the first roon\ of the studio to his 
private apartments. 
There his furnishings 
are as magnificent as in his public rooms. 
Carved bedsteads from Holland, Florentine 
wardrobes, with doors several inches in 
thickness, Spanish chests, Venetian sofas 
and exquisite lamps vie with each other in 
beauty. 


All this success has been won by a western 
inan, an Indianian. 
Mr. Chase is a Hoosier 
by birth, and in appearance, taste and man- 
ner a Frenchman, Frenchier than Whistler 
himself. 
He is 36 years old, has traveled 
much and has collected all these trophies 
and oddities of art himself, besides as many 
more in his father's house. 
When I ex- 
pressed surprise at the enormous collection 
having been acquired by one so young he 
said: 


"It was no trouble to gather these things. 
They float to me, as it were. 
I hope some 
day to build a studio large enough to hold 
all I want to put into it." 


Mr. Chase has a Parisian reputation even 
greater than his fame here. 
He is quoted 
as high authority there. 
This is considered 
the more remarkable because he is still 
young and a western man. 
New Yorkers 
never get over their surprise at the success 
of the people of the west in art or letters, 
though they see examples of it every day. 
Speaking on this subject Mr. Chase said 
that, as an officer of the Art Students' 
league, he had an opportunity of learning 
that the art talent of the west -was quite up 
to that of the east, 
Many of the students 
were from the west, and they were pretty 
sure to succeed. 


Among other works of his hand wel 
worth 
seeing 
is 
a 
life-size portrait 
of 
Whistler, the man who makes ghostly etch- 
ings and calls them fine names, who wears 
one eyeglass, and who threatens to come on 
here and give his "lOo'clocks." And there are 
pictures from Leibel, whom Mr. Chase re- 
gards as the greatest of modern German 
artists, from Vallon, the greatest of French 
painters, Stevens, Velasquez 
and 
many 
others. 


But this studio is not a representative one. 
It is unique in its magnificence.

It is a risky thing in New York to join a 
funeral train, thinking to honor some friend 
by seeing him to his last resting place. 
The 
risk is in the identity of the corpse. 
If you 
don't go directly to headquarters and see 
your friend's body taken from his own door, 
you are in danger of spending your time and 
your grief on some total stranger. That was 
the mistake good looking Mr. McMilton 
made recently. 
He admired John Kelly 
above all other politicians, li-ving or dead, 
and determined to attend his funeral, no 
matter what ha was obliged to neglect. 
Be- 
ing a busy man, Mr. McMilton couldn't give 
the entire day to the luneraL 
He is a 
contractor, and 
his 
men were to look 
after that day as on other days. 
He 
dressed with scrupulous care, went to see 
how some of his workmen were doing, and 
at last went out and Joined the funeral at 
the ferry. He had picked up several friends, 
all warm'admirei's of the deceased politician, 
and in his handsome carriage they sat -with 
decorously long fac^ and talked over the 
virtues of the dead leader. 


Not till the coffin was being lowered into 
the grave did the faithful McMilton learn 
that the body it contained was not John 
Kelly's, but that of a man named Dunn; 
"and here I have been prayin' for him all 
the road!" he said to his fridn is in dismay. 
It was then too late to go back and hunt up 
Mr. Kelly's funeral, and Mr. McMilton would 
not be ^mforted.
